Proceedings In the Senate and House of 


Representatives. 


WASHINGTON CITT, May 27.— In the sen- 


ate Tuesday Blackburn at his own request 
was excused from further service on the 
committee on territories. 
Allison pre- 


vented remonstrances from citb..-ns of Bur- 
lington, Iowa, against the imposition of 
duties on ores from Mexico.

The Committee an Revision Clren Power 


to Publish Its Conclusions If Benched 
Before the Time of the Next General As- 
sembly—Report of the Committee on 
Narratives—Resolutions of Thanks to 
the Moderator and Others. 
SARATOGA, N. Y., May 2T.—In the Pres- 


byterian assembly Tuesday morning the 
judicial committee reported the case of B. 
N. Wilson against the presbytery of Phil- 
adelphia, and the papers were ordered re- 
turned to the parties. In th« casa of Clar- 
ence W. P. Backus against the presbytery 
of Rochester, the committee reported that 
the proceedings before the synod of New 
York were regular; adopted. On motion 
of Ur. Croeby, Rav. Dr. J. A. Hodge, of 
Hartford, and Rev. Dr. John L. Scott, of 
Boston, were added to the committee on 
co-operation of churches. The committee 
on narratives reported that it had labored 
under serious embarrassment because of 
the negligence of presbyteries in sending 
in their narratives. Out of 
the 
218 


presbyteries seventy-one had failed to send 
narratives to this assembly. The narra- 
tives show that in the 318 presbyteries 
there are 3,105 ministers, 857 licenstors and 
1,065 candidates. Seventy-nine thousand 
persons were received and 37,000 on certi- 
ficate. Total number of communicants, 
836,694; net gain during the year, 103,093. 


Inefficiency of Elders. 


A reference in the narrativ* to the inef- 


ficiency of elders in the matter of holding 
church sessions raised o, little breeze. Mr.

Fllckinger and J. E. Griffon, of Iowa, were 
appointed a committee to stop at Washing- 
ton and present the assembly's "original 
lackage" resolution to the senate of the 
Jnited States. Adopted with but two dis- 
senting voices, one of which—Dr. Van 
Oyke's—was heard to say with consider- 
able emphasis "What has this assembly 
;ot to do with original packages f " 


Standing Committees Discharged. 


The committee on revision was empoW' 
ired to publish its conclusions if reached 
before the time of nert assembly. The 
roll of standing committees was then 
called and discharged in order aa they 
reported their work finished. When the 
committee on bills and overtures was 
reached Dr. Darling, of the Albany pres- 
bytery, asked what had become of the 
overture of his presbytery on a short creed. 
A delegate advised him to tell it to stand 
right by the Presbyterian church. [Laugh 
ter.] Dr. Darling was informed that the 
overture was in the hands of the commit- 
tee on revision. 


Resolutions of Thanks. 


At 12:80 o'clock the business of the 


umbly having been finished, the minutes 
ofth* session were read and approved. 
Dr. Kingsbury, of New Jersey, then read 
resolutions of thnnkn to tbt moderator, 
Rer. Dr. Moore, of Columbus, Ohio, for 
the efficient and dignified manner in which 
he had presided over the deliberations ol 
the assembly. The resolution and others 
thanking local committees of arrange- 
ments were adopted by a rising rote.

started in to make the speech more than a 
month ago at some hightoned banquet where 
r«"d wine was plentiful. 
We thought

exclusively off the drinkables and that i 
was not fair to treat what he had to bay 
seriously. But he has been at the same 
speech many times since. He carries it to 
common suppers where there is no wine, 
and he even passes it around among the re- 
porters. He makes the speech all day anc 
whispers it to his bedpost at night. There 
are remarkable things connected with it. 


Like all extraordinary speeches it starts 


out w'.th an ordinary statement. It relates 
that the circulation of the democratic papers 
In the country far exceeds that of republican 
journals.
